Two hundred twenty-one (221) rabbits and ninety-nine (99) mice were tested with 
previously untested chemicals of military interest. The materials were tested 
intravenously in mice and both intravenously and dermally in rabbits.

Animals that either died or suffered convulsive seizures during the test - these 
severe toxic signs could not be alleviated so that accurate test data could be 
collected. The data collected were important for several reasons: 1) to establish 
the toxicological profile of the chemical; 2) establish data to be used for human 
estimates; 3) establish data from which therapy/phophylaxix could be established;

One hundred eighty-five (185) rats, fifty (50) mini-pigs, and twenty-two (22) guinea pigs 
were used to test militarily unique compounds via the inhalation route to establish relative 
importance of exposure concentration and duration on the probability of toxic and lethal 
responses. Historically, in studies designed to generate lethal dose-response curves, it has 
been assumed that approximately half of the exposed animals would be expected to die 
and that this level of response may potentially be associated with pain, discomfort, and/or 
distress.

For these studies, the use of anesthetic/analgesic drugs during exposure may compromise 
the results of the proposed studies due to the fact that this class of compound may alter 
the respiratory minute volume and thus the dose of test compound that the animal 
receives. In addition, the expression of toxic signs may be altered by such treatment. 

Clement and Coperman (1984) suggest that chemical agent-induced convulsion and death 
are not necessarily associated with pain. Clement and Coperman (1984) have reported that 
Soman and Sarin induce a long-lasting naloxone-reversible analgesia in mice, which was 
not due to physical incapacitation.

CBER 
performs it as a lot release test to verify adequate protection to the U.S. population by 
vaccines licensed in the U.S. Animals are injected with a combination of toxin and 
protective antibodies and survival is determined out to 7 days. Protected pigs show 
no signs, but control animals and inadequately protected animals will develop signs 
of disease and proceed to death rapidly without the benefit of euthanasia. 

Historically, 10 percent of the total number of animals used showed no signs of 
immunity and therefore have fallen under Column E.

Explanation for animals classified under Item E of APHIS Form 7023: 

There were 957 guinea pigs noted in the “pain and distress without treatment” category 
because they were administered an infectious disease agent that caused pain or distress, 
interfered with normal functions, or caused acute progression to death. All of these 
animals were involved in vaccine potency studies. These animals experienced acute death 
with or without preceding tremors. Although some animals exhibit mild tremors 
preceding death, tremors have not been a reliable indicator of impending death or severe 
moribundity. While every effort is made to humanely euthanize animals that reach 
irreversible moribundity, the rapid progression of the disease combined with the non- 
specific nature of the preceding clinical symptoms often precludes such intervention.

Development of the disease must be allowed to proceed 
in the absence of other agents (anesthetics, analgesics, sedatives, or tranquilizers) to 
evaluate the effects of potential therapeutic agents. It is possible that the therapeutic 
agents being tested could aleviate some of the morbidity associated with bone metastases.

Immunosuppression as a result of anesthesia is a well-documented phenomenon, and can last up to 7 days; given that 
the investigator is looking for an immune response, this is unacceptable. Specifically, they cannot use ketamine or 
xylazine, as these anesthetics have been absolutely shown to interfere with the immune system function. One paper 
(Markovic and Morasko, Cellular Immunology 151 474-480) shows the effects of these anesthetics in mice, and clearly 
demonstrates that immune function is decreased for several days following anesthesia.
